A hen is expected 
to produce several times her weight in 
eggs in the course of a year and one 
that lays 200 two ounce eggs produces 
approximately 44 ounces of 
egg shells, that is one of the reasons 
why minerals play such an important 
part in poultry feeding. If the 
feed is not sufficient in mineral pro- 
tein or carbohydrates the bird’s sys- 
tem is unquestionably severely strain- 
ed, The ration for a laying 
hen must include the necessary in- 
gredients in the right amount to nour- 
ish all parts of the body and make 
egg. She may lay for sometime at 
the expense of her body tissues but 
ultimately the result is lower egg pro- 
duction and higher mortality. The 
materials that compose feeds are 
chemically classified as carbohydrates, 
fat, protein, ash and water. The 
carbohydrates and fat consist essent- 
ially of carbon and water, that func-

Explanations and Comments 


The Princes Fear the Influence Of 
Jeremiah and Seek His Death, verse 
4.--Jeremiah was held a prisoner in 
the guard-house at Jerusalem during 
its seige by the Babylonians, He could 
still address those around him, and 
he prophesied the fall of the city and 
advised surrender. The effect of his, 
words was to weaken the courage 
and purpose of the fighting power of 
The princes denounced 
him to the king as one whose words 
weakened the defense of the city. 
“Let this man be put to death,”, 
they urged, for “he seeketh not the 
welfare of this people, but the hurt.”

UNIVERSITY RECOGNIZES 
PROMINENT CANADIANS 


The important services rendered to 
Canadian agricultural and industria 
life by two prominent Canadians were 
fittingly recognized at the recent con- 
vocation of the University of Alberta 
when. the degree of LL.D, (honoris 
causa) was conferred on H. W. Wood 
President of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, and Chas, C, Camsell, Deputy 
Minister of Mines for the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Mr, Wood has for many 
years been an outstanding figure in the 
development of agriculture and co- 
operation in Western Canada and Mr. 
Camsell has contributed greatly to 
the mining expansion which has taken 
place in the Dominion in recent years, 


Having concluded their course of 
training at the provincial schools of 
agriculture at Olds and Vermillion, 
the first group of British boys who 
came forward under the arrangement 
between the Provincial Government 


and the Overseas Settjement Board | 


have been placed in farm work 
throughout the surrounding districts 
The second group of boys will have 
completed theit course at the end of 
the present month and it is suggested

WEED INSPECTORS 


Weed inspectors have now or will 
shortly conjvence their season’s work 
and are anxicus to do their duty and 
show results for the labor and money 
expended, 

While in the main farmers welcome 
weed inspectors and take advantage 
of their services it is unfortunate that 
there are many farmers who are still 
antagonistic, 

Weeds appear even with the best of 
farming and good fanmers continue 
with their destruction as they appear 
from time to time. Other farmers 
make no attempt to cope with their 
problem and go as far as to seed land 
that is unfit for cropping with the re- 
sult of the decreased yield and un- 
profitable crop. Such a situation is 
dissappointing to the farmer and a 
course cf trouble to the weed inspect- 
or and neighboring farmers, 

A careful decision should be made as 
to the advisability of seeding or sum- 
merfallowing weed infested lands as 
the result of seeding such lands is 
generally an unprofitable crop jand 
trouble from the weed inspector but 
the fact remains that the farmer .is 
himself resp-nsible for that situation 
and the weed inspector merely attend- 
ing to his duties, 

At this season of the year young 
plants of stinkweed, mustard and pig- 
weed can be effectively eradicated by 
the liberal use of the harrow drawn 
in the same line as the seeder. When 
the mulch is reasonably dry this will 
destroy millions of weeds and may be 
repeated until the grain is six inches 
high. Asa rule this does not damage 
the grain but in weed infested lands 
where repeated harrowing is neces- 
sary it might be advisable to seed a 
little heavier, 

I would ask all farmers, municipal 
officials and citizens of city, town and 
village to give weed inspectprs your 
fullest co-oferation and support and 
thereby get the very bes: results,
